Colonel Clark was 
writhing in agony and died, not apeax 
ing a word. 
Dr. Jones w as hastily sum ­ 
moned, but efforts to revive tho suicide 
were of no avail and the popular ti rf- 
man expired w ithout uttering a Word. 
News of the sensational suicide spread 
like wildfire, 
and shortly after

W ashington, A pril 22.—Th® notion of 
the governor of Pennsylvania in appoint­ 
ing Senator Quay to fill vacancyoccu 
stoned by the failure of the legislature to 
elect a senator makes it certain th a t the 
question of legality of such appoint­ 
m ents will again come before the senate. 
The governor of Pennsylvania ap­ 
pointe Quay under the provisions of th 
clause of section 8, article I of the co .- 
stitution,which reads: 
“And if vacancies happen by reGg-in­ 
turn or otherwise during tho reoe^s of 
the legislature of any state, the ex ce­ 
ti ve thereof may make tem porary a p ­ 
pointm ents until the next m eetin , i ;

If the senators who patio! pa ted in the 
Mantle contest vote as they did in thai 
instance and the newer senators vote 
along party lines the applicant w ill bo 
seated since the Republicans have a 
large m ajority. 
Quay favors the seat­ 
ing of Mantle. 
Furtherm ore, Quay has m any friends 
among the senators of both parties and 
it is likely th a t many of the Democrats 
would vote to assist him on personal 
grounds. 
If it results in the seating of Mr. Quay 
the governors of Califom .a, U tah and 
Deleware will also make appointm ents 
to fill the vacancies from those states.
